Dr. Hull, Ilie well-known pomologist of 


Alton, III., BpokeaH follows at Ilie aunual 
wetting ot the Americau Pomologicol So- 


ciety: 
• I have steu great ravolulioua iu fruit- 
growing, haviug beeu a resident of Illinois 
twenty-uuie yeari. At firat it wea declared 
that no cultivated fruita could be grown in 
the middle and noithc-rn parts of the elato. 
But i wa^ determined to grow the finest 
fruit or none, and I have succeeded. I com- 
menced root-pruning as an experiment to 
produce fruits on rapid.growing Ireei that 
did not bear, not expecting that it would 
do to continue it any length ot time; but to 
my surprise the trees that were severely 
root-prunsd not only bora tho most aud 
the best fruits, bat they conliuued the most 
healthy and stood the severe Winter the 
best. Frojn thia fact I studied out tbe needs 
of tha trees, and have found that nil trees 
and plants Btore up each year a certain 
amount of food for a apeSfle purpose alone. 
Now we can direct the tho forces of any 
tree BO that it will store up food fprfruit pro- 
duction instead of wood production, if wo 
wUb, and not injure the trfo thereby. 
&>me trees on favorable soil will do thin, 
while other varieties and other BOilfl tend to 
wood-growth production; in such cases they 
are to taxed to force tbe sap lo the ends of 
tho long roots that they have not liiuo after

In such cases, if a rooUpruner 


be used in July, the rools are shortened, the 
sap finda iU way to the emla of the roots, 
completes the root-growth, the tree then 
forum fruit buds and ripens up al! growth 
before Winter iels in, and ia Ihua enabled 
lo stand the Winter uninjured, and you get 
a crop of fruit from etery treo lhat you 
wish. I bate never known thin to fail 
when tried in July, and troea ot any age 
maybe forced to bear fruit if desired; but

judicious system of thinning out all 


sprouts and diseased branches id equally 
neetewry. 
By thia system, blight in a 


grut meaanre is prevented, and trees are 
kept healthy." 


Root-pruning ia performed by digging a 


narrow trench around the tree, Bay et|ual to 
the diameter of the branches of the tree, 
severing the roots, aa they are laid bare, with 
a ckan cut. 
It is done best :with a sharp 


knife, entering from tha uudor siile, and 
rnttinn diaffonally. 


ThJj ahould be done in the latter part of 


Winter, or aren until about the time of the 
rue of the sap in the Spring; the object 
being to check growth and induce the for- 
mation of fruit bnda instead of leaf buds.
